BUTCHERED.—^We 


have received the particulars of a terrible 
tragedy that has been enacted near Ross- 
town, York county, Pa., resulting ia*the 
murder of three persons. The following 
account we take from the Hanisburg Tele- 
graph : 


George Squibb was a farmer in easy cir- 


cumstances, residing in Warrington town- 
jship, York county, Pa., aad whose family 
consisted of himself, his wife and a grand 
daughter, of about 14 yeara of "age. It was 
supposed Mr. S., who was about 76 years 
of age, bad considerable money in his pos- 
session, and it seems that soice fiend in 
human shape determined to secure this 
filthy lucre, even at tho sacrifice of several 
lives. On Sutrdav night the monster 
visited the house of Mr. Squibb, and there 
murdered the whole family. The terrible 
affair was not discovered uutil Monday 
morning, when the neighbors found Mr. 
S."lying on the porch of his houso, his 
jjody* bearing the marks of no "less than 
fourteen cuts that had been made thereon 
with.a knife in the hands of the murderer. 


The old tnan'e life was not extinct, but 


he. was insensible, «nd lived only until the 
evening. 
laside of the house was the form 


ot Mrs. Squibb, horribly beaten and out. 
She, t-eo, was senseless, and there is n o t j 
th« {east hope entertained of her recovery, 
while it is highly probable that the vital 
epark has fled ere this reaches the eye of 
the reader. Near by lay the bodj of the 
-grand-daughter, ccld in death. It was 
»la> _stabbed, beaten and bruised. 
From 


the fact that all the victims were found 
divested of their shoes, it is believed the 
xnnrder was commuted when they were 
preparing to retire, which, according to 
their custom, must have been at an early 
hour in the evening. Upon a search of 
the premises being made, about §850 in 
money was found, which the murderer 
failed to lay his hands upon, but a married 
daughter, who lives in the vicinity, states 
that it was supposed Mr Squibb had S700 
oi^lSOO in his possession, and it is probable 
that the robber obtained 8350 or §450—a 
small recompense for his guilt as an assas- 
sin. 


•The funeral of the grand daughter took 


place at ten o'clock on Tuesday, and was 
attended by a vast concourse of the citizens 
oi the neighborhood, among whom the most 
intense excitement prevails in consequence 
of the brutal murder that has been perpe 
trated in their midst.
